"The Tillage streets are crooked, 


narrow and uapaved. As In many of 
the countries of the Orient, farmers 
live close together for protection, and 
not on their lands; therefore. In the 
villages there are ao open fields or gar- 
dens, but house Is nest to honse, ex- 
cept for the small walled-la laclosures 
or sheepfolds through which, one gen- 
erally passes In going Into a dwelling. 


"The honse Itself consists of oae 


large room, usually square. The walls, 
from three to four feet thick, are built 
of blocks of stone roughly dressed and 
laid in.mortar, roofed over -with a 
dome, also of stone. 


"Enteriag the doori "Wft find that about 


two-thirds of the space Is devoted to 
a raised masonry platform, some eight 
to ten feet above the gronad aad sup- 
ported by low-domed arches. This 
raised space, called el mastaby. Is the 
part occupied-by the family, while the 
lower part Is used for the cattle and 


flocks.

Furniture Is Simple. 


"The furniture is -very simple—a 


crudely decorated bridal chest, a straw 
mat, or heavy woven woolea rng, which 
covers part of the floor, and mattresses 
with thick Quilts and hard pillows, 
which at night are spread oa the floor. 
The cookiag utensils are few la num- 
ber—one clay cooking pot, a couple 
of large woodea bowls In which, to 
knead the dough and a couple of small- 
er ones used to eat from. 


"Having inspected the dwelling por- 


tion, which at ones Is kitchen, store- 
room, bedroom and living room, we de- 
scend the steps into what the natives 
call the stable.

*K!ass case is a daring eiperisneat bear- 
ing on a-.Sation -ahich has just been 
carried out by a middle-aged Briuhh 
university professor, Joseph Barcroft, 
F. H. S-. reader Sn physiology al Cam- 
bridse tiaiversity. The question !n- 
Tolved was whether !t would be pos- 
sible to calculate the quantity of oxy- 
gen necessary to aa airman at high al- 
titndes, 


Th& case in which Mr. Bnrcroft was 


' shot up for six days was specially 
erected In a quiet room in the physio- 
logitf&l laboratory. It was about seven 
feet high and about ten r«*t broad. 
The floor, walls and roof were made 
of glass, hermetically sealed and di- 
vided Into t«o compartments—one 
fitted wish a lounge chair and table 
&nd the other with a simple bed. 


Took Regular Exercite. 


At the foot of the b<>d was a pedal- 


ing apparatus consisting of a frame of 
m bicycle, from which the front wheel 
had been removed, and a small back 
wheel »<.!ih a frame attached, to enable 
2dtr. Barcroft to get borne exercise and 
cause a certain amounc <ff work to be 
done. 


During his six days In this case 


Mr Barcroft spent his time In work 
relating to the experiments,'in. taking 
exercise on the bicycle and in sleep- 
ing. He was kept nnder observation 
day and night to insure his personal 
safety, coilege students and others tak- 
ing their turn to keep watch. 


Nitrogen was continually Introduced 


iato the chamber and the air became 
gradually rarer in oxygen untlf It ap- 
proximated that at an altitude of 16,- 
000 feet, when Mr. Barcrott, who has 
had experieacn 1m mountaineering, ex- 
perienced considerable Inconvenleace, 
from sickness and sleeplessness, and 
also an indisposition to take any food. 


Felt Rather Shaken. 


At the close of the experiment some 


blood was take* from Mr. Barcroft's 
arm. The oxygen the blood contained 
was separate* and It was found to 
agree with. tn« e*pectatlons of the ex- 
periment. 


Mr. Barcroft confesses to having felt 


rather shaken up after hfe release from 
the glast case but did not look much 
the irorae for the experience. 


The «perteient Is regarded here as 


thoroughly successful and a scientific 
report of It will be laid before the 
next meeting of the British associa- 
tion, where Mr. Barcroft will be presi- 
dent of the physiological section.
